SECTION  B.— GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

1.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  of  the  Borough  of  Romsey  and  an  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  and  School  Medical  Officer  of  the  Hampshire  County 
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Council.  This  combined  appointment  helps  to  co-ordinate  the  medical 
services  supplied  by  the  County  Council  as  the  Local  Health  Authority 
in  accordance  with  Part  III  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946, 
with  the  services  supplied  by  the  District  Council. 

2.  The  County  Council  supply  the  following  services  : — 

(a)  Ambulance  Service. 

Ambulances  are  stationed  at  Romsey  (1)  and  Broughton 
(1)  and  controlled  from  the  County  Council  Offices  at  Win¬ 
chester.  Additional  ambulances  can  be  sent  to  the  District 
from  the  depot  at  Winchester. 

(b)  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

District  Nurses  are  responsible  for  domiciliary  mid¬ 
wifery  and  home  nursing.  They  keep  in  close  touch  with  the 
County  Council  Health  Visitors,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  the  General  Practitioners  of  their  areas.  No  nursing 
arrangement  or  contribution  is  made  by  the  District  Council, 
but  nine  members  represent  the  Council  on  the  District  Health 
sub-Committee  of  the  County  Council.

(c)  Child  Welfare  Services.

This  service  is  provided  for  mothers  confined  at  home, 
for  those  in  charge  of  the  elderly,  the  chronic  sick,  etc.  The 
District  Health  Sub-Committee  receive  reports. 

(/)  Vaccination  and  Immunisation. 

See  Section  “F”  of  this  report — Infectious  Diseases 
Prophylaxis. 

(g)  Prevention  of  Illness ,  care  and  after  care. 

These  services  are  part  of  the  duties  of  health  visitors  and 
district  nurses. 


3 .  Hospital  Services. 

The  South  West  Regional  Hospital  Board  supply  general  maternity 
and  infectious  diseases  (including  tuberculosis  and  smallpox)  hospital 
services  for  this  area. 

4.  Laboratory  Facilities. 

Laboratory  facilities  are  available  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Winchester,  The  M.R.C.  Laboratory,  Southampton,  and  the  Pathology 
Department,  Salisbury  General  Infirmary. 
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SECTION  C. — SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


1 .  Water  Supply. 

(i)  During  the  year,  one  hundred  and  three  (103)  samples  of 
water  from  private  sources  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination. 

Of  these  seventy-six  (76)  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Several  wells  were  cleansed,  chlorinated,  rendered 
internally  and  provided  with  suitable  raised  covers  by  various 
property-owners  during  the  year,  resulting  in  satisfactory 
bacteriological  reports  being  thereafter  obtained  from  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory. 

In  addition  to  samples  obtained  from  private  sources, 
forty-three  (43)  samples  of  water  from  the  Council’s  new  bore¬ 
holes  at  the  Broughton  Pumping  Station  and  from  various 
points  on  the  distributory  mains  therefrom,  were  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination,  with  satisfactory  results.  Six 
(6)  samples  of  water  from  various  points  on  the  mains  were  also 
submitted  for  examination  for  carbon  dioxide  content  and  for 
the  presence  of  copper  and  zinc.  Satisfactory  results  were 
obtained  from  the  Public  Analyst. 

The  summer  months  were  particularly  wet  and  no  reports 
of  shortage  of  water  were  received  during  the  year. 

(ii)  The  Southampton  Corporation  are  the  Statutory  water 
undertakers  for  the  following  nine  (9)  Parishes  in  the  southern 
part  of  the  Rural  District.  Ampfield,  Chilworth,  Braishfield, 
Michelmersh,  Mottisfont,  North  Baddesley,  Nursling  and 
Rownhams,  Romsey  Extra  and  Sherfield  English  (part). 

The  West  Hampshire  Water  Company  supply  water  to 
the  Parishes  of  Melchet  Park  and  Plaitford  (part)  and  Wellow. 

During  the  year,  main-laying  continued  (see  table  vi)  in 
connection  with  the  Council’s  new  water  scheme,  deriving  from 
the  two  boreholes  at  Broughton. 

Constructional  work  on  the  service  reservoirs  at  Broughton 
and  Sherfield  English  were  concluded  and  by  the  end  of  the 
year,  the  pumping  station  at  Broughton  was  practically  com¬ 
pleted. 

(iii)  No  cases  of  contamination  by  lead  were  experienced 
during  the  year. 

(iv)  Many  premises  were  connected  to  the  Council’s  mains 
supply  during  the  year  (see  table  v)  and  as  yet,  no  formal 
action  to  secure  an  internal  pipes  water  supply  to  house 
premises  has  been  necessary.

3.  SECTION  D.— HOUSING. 

(i)  The  detailed  reports  on  properties  scheduled  for  demo¬ 
lition  procedure  in  the  Council’s  first  five-year  plan  were 
completed  during  the  year.  Several  of  these  and  other 
properties  scheduled  for  demolition  at  a  later  date,  became 
vacant  and  immediate  demolition  procedure  was  instigated  in 
respect  of  them  to  prevent  re-letting.  Owing  to  the  somewhat 
lengthy  procedure  under  the  Housing  Acts,  however,  it  was 
unfortunately  not  always  possible  to  reach  the  operational 
stage  before  re-occupation  occurred.  Investigations  were 
commenced  to  find  suitable  sites  for  constructing  thirty  (30) 
dwellings  at  King’s  Somborne,  twenty  (20)  at  Stockbridge  and 
four  (4)  at  Lockerley  to  re-house  families  from  properties 
scheduled  for  clearance. 

(ii)  Fifty-two  (52)  Council  Houses  were  erected  during  the 
year. 

(iii)  Ninety-four  (94)  Houses  were  erected  by  private  enter¬ 
prise. 

(iv)  Hutted  camps  under  control  of  Local  Authority.

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(v)  Moveable  Dwellings. 

There  are  forty-seven  (47)  moveable  dwellings  with 
licences  and  fifteen  (15)  licensed  sites  providing  accommodation 
for  one  hundred  and  forty-five  (145)  caravans. 

Periodical  visits  to  all  licensed  sites  were  made  and  with 
the  exception  of  two  sites  occupied  by  gypsy  families,  the 
general  standard  was  most  satisfactory. 

The  sites  occupied  by  gypsies  showed  some  improvement 
but  frequent  visits  were  necessary  to  encourage  the  main¬ 
tenance  of  a  higher  standard  of  cleanliness  and  tidyness. 

4.  Public  Cleansing. 

The  quantity  of  refuse  collected  bi-monthly  by  the  District 
Council’s  vehicles  continued  to  increase.  Refuse  from  the  Borough  of 
Romsey  (by  agreement  with  this  Authority)  continued  to  be  deposited 
at  the  controlled  tip  at  Casbrook  Common.  Owing  to  the  continuous 
heavy  rainfall  at  the  end  of  the  year,  some  difficulty  was  experienced  in 
reaching  the  normal  tipping  area.  Eventually  refuse  had  to  be  tipped 
to  a  greater  depth  than  desirable  near  the  tip-approach  road.  By  arrange¬ 
ment,  large  quantities  of  soil  excavated  by  the  County  Council  from  a 
near-by  road-widening  scheme  is  now  deposited  with  and  over  the 
refuse  and  satisfactory  coverage  has  been  achieved.  Ten  (10)  men  are 
now  employed  on  the  collection  staff. 

5.  SECTION  E.— FOOD. 

(i)  There  are  now  no  licensed  slaughter-houses  in  the 
District. 

(ii)  Milk. 

Forty-one  (41)  samples  of  Pasteurised  Milk  were  sub¬ 
mitted  for  examination.  All  proved  satisfactory.  There  are 
two  batch  pasteurising  plants  in  the  District.

7.  Rodent  Control. 

The  decline  in  the  rat  population  continued  during  the 
year.  More  infestations  were  reported  during  the  late  autumn 
and  winter  months,  but  a  major  infestation  of  the  nature 
common  a  few  years  ago  is  a  rarity. 

The  continued  vigilance  of  the  Council’s  rodent  staff  and 
the  use  of  Warfarin  poison  appear  to  be  the  main  contributing 
factors. 

During  the  year  four  hundred  and  thirteen  (413)  agricul¬ 
tural  survevs  were  made.

TUBERCULOSIS 

Deaths. 

Only  one  death  from  tuberculosis  was  recorded  during  1956  and 
this  was  from  tuberculosis  in  a  site  other  than  the  lungs. 

Notifications  of  Tuberculosis.

V accination  against  Smallpox. 

One  hundred  and  ninety-six  (196)  vaccinations  were  carried  out 
during  the  year  and  of  these,  one  hundred  and  sixteen  (116)  were 
primary  vaccinations  of  small  children,  thirty-eight  (38)  primary 
vaccinations  of  those  more  than  one  year  old  and  the  remaining  forty- 
two  (42)  were  re-vaccinations. 

The  figure  for  babies  vaccinated  expressed  as  a  percentage  of  the 
live  births  represents  only  34.3  per  cent.  This  figure  is  not  only  low 
but  lower  than  in  any  other  Rural  District  in  Hampshire. 

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis. 

A  small  amount  of  poliomyelitis  vaccine  was  manufactured  during 
1956  and  this  was  allocated  by  the  Medical  Research  Council  to  a 
proportion  of  the  children  whose  names  had  been  registered  for  vaccina¬ 
tion.  The  allocation  was  planned  to  enable  a  satisfactory  evaluation  of 
the  efficacy  of  the  vaccine  to  be  made  by  the  Medical  Research  Council. 

Twenty-one  (21)  children  living  in.  the  Rural  District  were 
vaccinated.
